they should be broken up, which is easily done 
by pounding. 


For Asparagus, a top dressing of 250 pounds 
per acre just as soon as the first shoots make 
their appearance. 


For Beets, a top dressing of from 50 to 100 
pounds per acre once every week or ten days for 
at least three or four weeks after the plants 
have well started. 


For Cabbage and Cauliflower, a top dressing of 
100 pounds per acre after the plants have begun 
to make growth after transplanting, and 200 
unde per acre more after the heads begin to 
orm. 


For Cucumbers for Pickles, a top dressing of 
100 pounds per acre after the plants begin to run. 


For Celery, frequent and reasonably heavy top 
dressings of 100 pounds per acre or more well 
wormed into the soil after the plants are estab- 
ished. 


For Egg Plant, Spinach and Lettuce, a top 
dressing of 100 pounds per acre after the plants 
are well started. 


For Onions, a top dressing of from 75 to 100 
pounds two or three times at intervals of about 
three weeks, after the crops have well started. 

For Strawberries, a top dressing of about 100 
pounds per acre after the plants have blossomed.
